Arrow Rock, established as a 
village in 1829, has been more 
or less bypassed in the 20th cen­ 
tury. The efforts of the Missouri 
State Park Board, which began 
in 192.'!. have encouraged the lo­ 
cal citizens toward their own 
preservation 
projects. 
Today 
there are more restored build­ 
ings outside of Arrow Rock State 
Park than within. 
This 
past 
winter 
workmen 
have put finishing touches to the 
Dr. Matthew Walton Hall House. 
The building is situated across 
Mam Street from the Tavern 
and w ill be open for visitors this 
season. The Dr. Hall House, as 
well as other restorations in Ar­ 
ro w Rock, 
.serves 
mainly 
to 
compliment the Tavern which is 
the prim ary attraction. 
Matthew Walton Hall. M.D., 
occupied for eleven years his 
residence property purchased in 
1848 for $90. 
To remove his 
small r-hildren from the bad in­ 
fluence of town life, Dr. Hall, 
in 18.^7. sold his Arrow Rock 
Imme for $2,000 and moved to a 
farm near Marshall. 
Dr. Hall 
served in the State L egislature 
a> the Representative from Sa­ 
line ( ’onnty prior to the Civil 
War and again in 1874. 
The 
Missouri 
State 
Park 
Board first acquired the Hall 
House property in 1960. By this 
time the original building, of 
simple style architecture, had 
been changed by the addition of 
several rooms. Recent changes 
were 
removed 
by 
the 
Park 
Board employees, and the old 
building was completely reno­ 
vated, 
It was necessary to re­ 
place several floor joists. 
Due

The news of almost every day 
erupts with violence. A psychi­ 
atrist explains that spring is a 
time when life is bursting with 
newness and the inadequate re­ 
sent this surge of life. 
There­ 
fore, they protest and rebel. 
Whatever the reason, the sense­ 
less killing of families or the 
bombing of a Communion rail 
of a church or the crashing of 
a plane into a restaurant or any 
of the other bizarre acts are 
the symptoms of the distorted 
anger. 


The problem is our common 
one, for unrestrained anger and 
unmanaged guilts can distort 
any person. 
Hatred not only 
destroys the integrity of the in­ 
dividual; hatred is the icono­ 
clast. Unforgiven guilts and un­ 
managed hatreds destroy life 
with a tornado-like capacity for 
leveling human society and so­ 
cial structures. 


We need a positive point of 
view concerning the moral com­ 
mandment, “ you shall not kill.” 
It’s more than refraining from 
murder. It’s more than walking 
around without a gun or feeling 
homicidal tendencies. To under­ 
stand violence you have to think 
of the causes of violence. So the 
old catechism spelled out the 
positive assertion that we are 
to love God so as not to hurt 
our neighbor in any way but 
help him in all his physical 
needs.

DO TEEN-AGE 
CODES 
OF CONDUCT 
REALLY WORK? 


Youngatera at a Spartanburg high-achool dance 
accept the city*a code on dating and curfewa. 


“Gestapo tactics!" cried some par* 
ents; “Who cares?" sneered the 
town’s young “jet set"—hut Spar­ 
tanburg, S. C., went ahead with this 
controversial solution to the prob­ 
lem of youthful wildness

I 
N COMMUNITIES through­ 
out the nation, responsi­ 
ble adults are becoming in­ 
creasingly concerned about 
teen-age wildness: drinking, 
joy-ride crack-ups, premari­ 
tal pregnancies. 
To remedy such behavior, more 
and more embattled elders are set­ 
ting up community standards of 
behavior. These codes have cropped 
up in such big cities as Denver and 
Houston and small towns ranging 
from Kearney, N.J., to Prairie Vil­ 
lage, Kans. 
Just how effective are these codes ? 
Do they merely salve a parent’s 
conscience, 
as some sociologists 
contend, or do they actually curb 
teen mischief? To find the answers, 


F a m i l y W e e k l y investigated the 
impact of a code on a typical com­ 
munity, Spartanburg, S.C. 
In the heart of the thriving 
Southern textile belt, conservative 
Spartanburg (population, 47,000) 
prides itself on its “good life.’’ But 
things have not always been serene. 
Five years ago, the city discovered 
it had a teen problem. Serious drink­ 
ing was uncovered among local 
eighth-graders; dozens of children 
in junior high school were found 
to be going steady; thero were 
hushed-up teen-age pregnancies. In 
one home, the parents were shocked 
when their daughter eloped at 15! 


A 


w a r e that standards had been 
^ allowed to fall too far, several 
mothers—led by Mrs. Perrin Dar- 
gan, the wife of an insurance 
broker—banded together and began 
to look into the possibilities of set­ 
ting up a code of conduct for Spar­ 
tanburg teen-agers. With the help 
of school officials, a 300-member 
Parents League emerged. 
“We realized,’’ Mrs. Dargan re­ 
calls, “that we were being coerced 
into putting our children into social 
situations beyond their age. They 
were growing up too fast. Sixth- 
graders, for instance, were going to 
boy-girl parties. And parents seemed 
helpless to stop it. The authority of 
the ‘crowd’ had more weight than a 
parent’s woid, and this jeopardized 
the family’s sovereignty.” 
To formulate rules. League mem­ 
bers consulted teachers, principals, 
and other parents. They talked to 
young people at school assemblies, 
in classes, and at student-council 
meetings. 
The result, Spartanburg’s 12-page 
Code of the Parents League was 
printed in January, 1962. Starting 
with the fourth grade (“the early 


years are of greatest importance”), 
the Code offered rules on everything 
from drinking and driving to cur­ 
fews and cosmetics. It included reg­ 
ulations for children through the 
12th grade. 
When the Code was first an­ 
nounced, many parents hailed it en­ 
thusiastically. Most of the young­ 
sters accepted it calmly, though 
there were a few complaints. One 
high-school clique known as the “jet 
set”—about 100 out of the student 
body of 1,800—openly defied the 
Code and still does. 
“They 
think they’re 
sophisti­ 
cated,” one high-school senior ex­ 
plained. “They all drive their own 
cars, drink hard, and have big al­ 
lowances or charge accounts. These 
kids think it’s cool never to do 
homework until after 10 at night. 
I say their parents are to blame for 
not following the Code.” 
Inevitably, some parents have ob­ 
jected to the Code, charging “(Jes- 
tapo” tactics. “No one is going to

tell me how to rear my family,” 
they say. 
To these complaints, D. Gaines 
Evatt, the president of the Parents 
League and principal of a junior 
high school, retorts : “The Code was 
never intended as a set of laws. It’s 
just a guide for parents, showing 
how the community feels. It should 
be used as a reference. We can’t 
force the Code on others, but it can 
be voluntarily enforced by parents 
within their own home. If enough 
people get behind it, public opinion 
can make the Code work for most 
of us.” 
No one in Spartanburg claims the 
Code is a complete success. But citi­ 
zens who have a finger on the city’s 
pulse see encouraging signs. 
W. T. Ivey, Director of Law En­ 
forcement, says: “I’m sure the Code 
has had a tremendous effect; we no 
longer have the problems we used 
to with kids . . . I find something 
good is happening to our young 
people, and I know the Code is play­ 
ing a part.”

Dr. Charles B. Hanna reports 
that the number of teen-agrers 
brought into the Spartanburg Gen­ 
eral Hospital emergency room for 
“real catastrophes” has dropped 
sharply in the past three years. 
“This is true of my private practice, 
too,” says Dr. Hanna. “Since the 
Code, I’ve had far fewer teen-age 
accident cases due to misconduct.” 
Charles Humphries, assistant su­ 
perintendent of schools, puts it this 
way : “There has been no overnight 
revolution in adolescent conduct in 
Spartanburg or anywhere else. We 
do see, however, a definite, gradual 
improvement, particularly among 
younger children.” 
Parents and school officials agree 
that certain real changes have come 
about since the start of the Code. 
For example: 
—While some drinking still goes 
on at dances (where soft drinks 
are spiked with hard liquor), not 
one “explosive” drinking incident 
has occurred in the junior high

schools in the past three years. 
—More home parties are being 
held. The children, especially the 
seventh, eighth, and ninth-graders, 
are conforming to Code suggestions 
about social life and curfews. 
— Except 
for 
cosmetics, 
the 
fourth, fifth, and sixth-graders are 
toeing the line. “Girls want to be 
sophisticated right quick,” says a 
leader of the Parents League, “and 
we’re still working on the lipstick 
problem.” Girls dress more neatly. 
No longer does a teacher have to 
call in a 12-year-old girl for wearing 
a skirt much too tight for her. 
Ducktail haircuts among boys, with 
rare exceptions, are gone. 
—The custom of going steady is 
declining. Teachers at one junior 
high school know of only one 15- 
year-old girl with a steady boy 
friend. Three years ago, there were 
more than a dozen cases. 
To learn what young people them­ 
selves think about the Codes, F a m ­ 


i l y 
W e e k l y 
invited 
14 
young­ 
sters to a schoolroom after classes 


and let them speak up freely. Here 
are some of the things they said: 
Tony Prestipino, 18: “We need­ 
ed some brave kids and parents to 
start ending parties earlier. Others 
will follow. It takes time.” 
Dotty Fleming, 15: “It’s best to 
start with younger kids. By the 
time you’re a senior, you’re set in 
your ways.” 
Keith Parks, 18: “When I was in 
seventh grade, there were so many 
parties I never had enough white 
shirts.” 
Kenneth Cribbs, 16: “I remember 
in the sixth grade all the girls had 
high heels, stockings, and lipstick. 
My sister, who’s in sixth now, does­ 
n’t think of make-up and wears 
Bermuda socks. It’s the Code.” 
Joy Gunter, 15: “Before the Code, 
kids went to drive-ins. Now they go 
to homes where they don’t have 
liquor. We’re growing up very 
differently.” 
Teen-agers felt their elders also 
benefited from the Code. 
Binky Maness, 17, said: “I think 
it’s more of a crystallizer of ideas. 
Before the Code, you got as many 
privileges as you could talk your 
parents into.”

^The changes they sought were 
extending curfews for special events 
like the junior-senior prom and re­ 
laxing rules on double-dating. “The 
Code is not the final answer,” con­ 
cluded Binky, “but it’s a good start.” 
From the view of adults and teen­ 
agers, Spartanburg’s Code appears 
to be serving useful social and psy­ 
chological 
purposes. 
By 
telling 
youngsters precisely what is ex­ 
pected of them and what is not per­ 
mitted, the Code removes uncer­ 
tainty about standards of behavior. 
It also helps those parents who do 
not have the courage to make de­ 
cisions or accept responsibility. 
Significantly, the most hopeful 
comments about the Code came from 
one of the teen-agers. In a flash of 
perception, 16-year-old Judy Lister 
predicted: 
“After a while, what’s in our 
Code will be accepted—whether it’s 
coming home from a party at a 
decent hour or not dating until 10th 
grade. Kids coming up in the future 
will not know any better or worse. 
That’s really what’s so good about 
our Code.” 
With that kind of future, Spar­ 
tanburg can continue priding itself 
on its “good life.”

COLOR 
BLINDNESS 


For millions of afflicted children, rainbows look dingy and sunsets seem pale—and 
school is a lackluster world where they are hurt by laughter

ANE WINSTEAD, a Maryland house- 
wife, was puzzled that her seven- 
year-old son Peter should be bored by 
' rainbows. 
She also wondered why, 
when she took him for forest walks, he 
could spot birds nobody else saw. 
But she never suspected how really difTerent 
Peter was until he cut himself opening a can of 
chocolate syrup. His finger bled freely—and Pe­ 
ter apologized for getting syrup all over the 
tablecloth and his clothes! 
Next time she took him to a doctor for a 
checkup, Jane mentioned the incident. 
“It’s nothing too serious,*’ said the doctor, af­ 
ter testing Peter’s eyes. “He’s color-blind. He sees 
reds as shades of brown. That’s why he thought 
'th e smear of his blood was chocolate syrup; to 
him they look the same. And for Peter, rainbows 
are a drab blue and yellow.’’ 
The doctor smiled and then added: “There are 
compensations, however. Peter can see right 
through camouflage. That’s what makes him such 
a good spotter in the woods; nothing can hide 
from him. But don’t worry. It’s not a disease. 
And although we can’t cure it, we can help Peter 
live with it.’’ 
If color blindness is not a disease, what is it? 
How often does it occur? Are color-blind persons 
• a menace to their own or others’ safety? How can 
we help them? 
Seeking answers to these questions, Connecti- 
^ c u t health officials recently gave youngsters from 
three schools in Hamden a thorough color-percep- 


tion checkup. The checkup produced so many pre­ 
viously unsuspected cases that Hamden school 
health authorities are recommending routine 
testing for this elusive disorder as part of the 
regular school physical examination. 
They believe, moreover, that tests for color 
blindness should be administered not later than 
the fifth or sixth grade. If a color-blind child is 
identified early enough, he can be steered away 
from fields where his disability could lead to later 
disappointment (for instance, police and pilot 
training, space navigation and submarine work). 
Ideally, such tests should be given when a child 
enters elementary school. Thus he would be 
spared the emotional wear-and-tear of running 
head-on into the “color tagged’’ learning tech­ 
niques of most modern elementary schools. He 
also would escape the laughter of classmates 
when he confuses the colors. 


A 


m ong neurologists who have long puzzled over 
. color blindness, the Hamden findings come 
as no great surprise. For example, recent studies 
by Dr. Richard H. Post of the University of 
Michigan Medical School indicate that as civili­ 
zation advances and the primitive hunter’s need 
for keen color vision declines, color blindness in­ 
creases markedly. Europeans and Americans have 
almost 10 times as much color blindness as Aus­ 
tralian aborigines. Fiji Islanders and Brazilian 
Indians have none. 
Scientists now know there are two types of 
cells in the eye: rod-shaped ones for perceiving 
light intensity and cone-shaped ones for perceiv­ 
ing color. Just how the eye’s cone cells and the 


brain’s color-receptor cells cooperate, nobody yet 
knows, but researchers use the term, “lazy cones,’’ 
to describe what civilization does to the eye’s 
share of the equipment by which we see color. 
For practical purposes, the result is rarely to­ 
tal color blindness. Dogs and other animals are 
totally color-blind and see only shades of gray. 
In man, color blindness more often means diffi­ 
culty in telling rare roast beef from well-done 
and determining the right socks and tie to wear 
with a particular suit—which is why mothers and 
wives “color tag’’ clothing accessories for color­ 
blind sons and spouses. 
Color-blind persons are generally safe drivers, 
however, because they see the green light as a 
much brighter near-white than the red. But one 
serious hazard for the color-blind on the high­ 
ways is the current trend away from highly vis­ 
ible black-on-vivid-yellow stop signs to nearly in­ 
visible (for them) red-on-white ones. Doctors 
privately agree that state and municipal highway 
authorities would do us all a service by reversing 
that trend. 
Currently, one in every 10 or 12 males is born 
color-blind, and one in 200 girls. That means that 
in the U.S., there are now more than two million 
children who cannot distinguish red from green, 
perhaps another 5,000 with the less common (but 
only slightly less serious) problem of being blind 
to blue and yellow. There are also upwards of 
2,000 who cannot see any color at all. 
Yet, except in Hamden and a few other com­ 
munities, these children’s condition is not diag­ 
nosed early enough to help them get the most out 
of their formative years.

They pretend to be whole human 
beings, but they hide an incurable 
disease of the heart. 
A man whose soul has turned sour 
is not a pleasant sight. A woman 
whose perfect vision is blind to love 
is a pitiful burden for the rest of us. 
A boy or girl whose mind is marred 
by hatred is the worst kind of re­ 
tarded child. 
I have known a woman who went 
to church every Sunday and tortured 
her family every day. I have known 


a man whose opinion of himself was 
so exalted that he ground his em­ 
ployees under his heel with every 
step. I’ve never known a physically 
handicapped person in a condition as 
serious as some hale and hearty 
specimens whose blood operates beau­ 
tifully but in whom the milk of lov­ 
ing kindness has never flowed. 
Who knows how it happened? The 
result is that, though once they may 
have been like the best of us, they 
suffered a misfortune which some­ 
how left them lame in love and halt 
in humanity.

Hush, Sweet Charlotte,” a film 
certain to match the money-making 
punch of Miss Davis' “What Ever 
Happened to Baby Jane?” 
Bette was insistent, but Olivia de­ 
murred and did not give a definite 
answer until she had read the script 
several times. 
Did she hesitate, asked critics, be­ 
cause she feared tangling with tem­ 
pestuous Miss Davis, who has a repu­ 
tation for devouring costars? Or was 
it because Olivia was afraid that 
audiences had forgotten her during 
her 10 years in Paris? 
Miss de Havilland soon hushed 
those anticipating a Davis-de Havil­ 
land feud. “We had our showdown so 
long ago,” she said recently, “that 
now it’s only amusing. I had worked 
with Bette on two pictures in the 
1930s, and she ignored me just as 
any reigning queen would ignore a 
teen-ager. But on our next picture, 
Bette considered me as she considers 
most 
actresses—a 
challenger 
she 
must destroy. 
“I had a scene in which I was to 
walk up some stairs to a door and 
pause—action that was simple but 
heavy with implications. Bette came 
on the set and did something no 
actress should ever do. She pulled a 
chair right under the camera, where 
I couldn’t help but be distracted, and 
began dragging on a cigarette. 
“Unlike Bette, I’m not a combative 
person. If I am attacked, I simply 
refuse to fight back. I never said a 
word 
to 
Bette. 
I 
just 
did 
my 
scgne. The next day I was on the set 
while Bette was working, and I knew 
she expected me to retaliate. I didn’t. 
I just looked at her, but I’m sure the 
look said what I didn’t verbalize— ‘I 
will not fight you; I will not accept 
your challenge.’ 
“Bette understood, and we had no 
more trouble. She never again adopted 


the destructive—and, I’m sorry to 
say, self-destructive—methods with 
me that she does with others even 
now. Yes, Bette is still Bette.” 
The second reason ascribed to Miss 
de Havilland’s hesitation over “Hush 
. . . . Hush” was based on her doubts 
about her current popularity, par­ 
ticularly with the younger gener­ 
ation, which makes up the bulk of 
today's movie-goers. “I’m not at all 
sure whether you know that I am 
alive,” she said in Every Frenchman 
Has One, an autobiography she wrote 
in 1961. Now that she had an oppor­ 
tunity to find out, would she take it? 
Miss de Havilland, for all her 
gentlewoman roles, is no “mouse” 
and is rarely a nonfighter, despite 
her protestations. For example, a 
few months after being graduated 
from a Saratoga, Calif., high school 
in 1935, she moved up from under­ 
study’s understudy to the starring 
role of Hermia in Max Reinhardt’s 
pageant production of “A Midsum­ 
mer Night’s Dream.” She so firmly 
seized the Shakespearian role that 
when a movie was made of it with an 
all-star cast, Olivia—then unknown 
—was still Hermia. 
Seven years later she was a wealthy 
star but weary of playing the same 
type of role again and again. So she 
took on the movie moguls in a famous 
and costly lawsuit which she eventu­ 
ally won, freeing Hollywood actors 
from the “bondage” aspects of studio 
contracts. On her own, she concen­ 
trated on serious roles and won two 
Oscars. (She has been nominated for 
Academy Awards four times.) 
I 


N 1952 Ol i v i a faced a crisis. Her 
marriage to author Marcus Good­ 
rich had failed. And Hollywood was 
failing, too, in competition with tv. 
“It was a depressing place,” she re­ 
calls. “Everyone was living in the 
past; I wanted the future.” 
She moved with her son Benjamin 
to Paris and married French editor 
Pierre Galante. She tells numerous 
stories about her difficulties in mak­ 
ing the transition from the infor­ 
mality of California living to the 
sophistication of Parisian society. 
Today, however, she is a sought-after 
member of that insular upper crust. 
A woman of such character could 
hardly turn from the challenge of 
“Hush. . . . Hush.” With Benjy and 
Gisele, her daughter by her second 
marriage, Olivia flew to Hollywood 
within a week of Miss Davis’ call. 
But it was months before she got the 


answer to her question, “Will they 
remember me?” 
Then it came. Olivia and Bette 
were appearing in person at New 
York theaters during first showings 
of “Hush. . . . Hush”—and 10 police­ 
men, linked hand in hand, were need­ 
ed to drive a wedge through scream­ 
ing fans so the actresses could enter 
the movie houses! “The audiences 
were so young,” Miss de Havilland 
recalls. “Why, their parents could 
hardly have been born when Bette 
and I were starting out.” 
The young people were curious. 
“How old are you?” was inevitably 
the first question. (Olivia was frank 
— 48). “How close are you and your 
sister Joan Fontaine?” (Olivia was 
less than frank—“Right now we are 
3,000 miles apart.”) 
And 
finally, 
“What was your favorite picture?” 
“I had to pause on that one,” Olivia 
says. "But before I could answer, the 
audience chorused—‘The Snake Pit’! 
Then I learned they knew every pic­ 
ture I’d made—and some I’d forgot­ 
ten. Through television, they knew 
Bette and me as well as their parents 
had. Oh, not in romantic terms but 
perhaps in more meaningful ones— 
respect and admiration.” 


HE REASSURANCE of “Hush. . . . 
Hush” brings that famed half­ 
smile to Miss de Havilland’s still flaw­ 
less face. Yet her future is not un­ 
clouded. Her second marriage is ru­ 
mored to be in trouble, though, char­ 
acteristically, she does not discuss it. 
(Friction developed between her and 
Joan Fontaine, some say, because 
Joan 
made 
disparaging 
remarks 
about Olivia’s first husband; 
the 
Goodrich marriage was painful, but 
Olivia never uttered a harsh word.) 
Instead, Olivia speaks about her 
children, with whom she spends all 
her time. (“I rediscovered California 
during ‘Hush. . .. Hush,’ while show­ 
ing them about!”) She also talks 
proudly of how she figures out her 
own complicated income tax (a keen 
businesswoman, she has tangled with 
Uncle Sam on fine-print matters— 
and won). As for her professional 
future, she can now shrug and say: 
“Since being an understudy’s under- 
study, I’ve learned that things usual­ 
ly come to me.” 
She says it in the tones of a gentle­ 
woman. Yet, for an avowed “non- 
fighter,” Olivia de Havilland has an 
amazing record of knockouts over 
challengers, ranging from imperious 
film queens to time itself.
